‘The first sensation of the royal com- 
mission enquiry. was sprung this fore- 
noon shortiy before adjournment when 
Mr. Walsh intimated that P. J. Nolan, 
counse! for the premier, had asked 
that the court request R. B. Bennett 
and J. R. Royle to produce all docu- 
ments which they ‘had in their pos- 
session relative to the A. & G. W. 
railway. : 

Mr. Bennett later took the stand 
and was questioned ‘by.Mr, Nolan as 
to what documents he had in his pos- 
session. These the insurgent counsel 
absolutely refused to produce, saying 
that he had acquired his documents 
us a member of the legislature and 
later as a counsel in the commission 
and he would disclose them at the 
proper. time. 

Mr. Nolan urged that the documents 
should be produced and the court took 
time to consider further. 

Mr. Boyle will likely be called this 
afternoon. 

The examination is entirely in ref- 
erence te documents and all the wit- 
nesses now called may be later put 
on the stand, 

Witnesses This Morning. 

The principal witnesses this morn- 
i were G. D, Minty, ‘Winnipeg; 
John Stocks, deputy minister of public 


- works; A. Y. Blain and F. D. Bowers, 


of the attorney general’s department. 
Their evidence was entirely in refer- 
ence to documents. 

The two sessions yesterday were also 
taken up in examination of witnesses 
for the production of documents relat- 
ing to the contract between the gov- 
ernment «nd the company. Other wit- 
nesses a the same line are being 
examined wday and the commission 
will then adjourn for two weeks, meet- 
ing again Wednesday, April 13th. The 
commission’s counsel are now laying 
the foundation ior the real investiga- 
tion which will reat largely on the 
files that were produced in the legis 
lature and the papers that have since 
been brought down by government cf 
ficials supplementary thereto. 

The work of Messrs. Walsh and 
Johnstone during the adjournment will 
be a voluminous task for they will 
have to build up their case on the doc- 
uments which have been produced, In 
addition, they will have to examine 
some 40.000 telegrams covering the 
past seven months in the C.P.R, locai 
office us well as the telegrams in the 
GT.P., C.N.R. and government tele- 
graph office of this city. Three wit- 
nesses have yet to be examined in 
connection with the documentary evi- 
dence, W. H. Cushing who has gone 
on a ten days trip to the East, Cecil 
Goddard, secretary of the A. & G. W. 
Ry. company, who is now ill in Win- 
nipeg with appendicites, and the pre- 

ident W. R. Clarke who will be here 
in the course of a few days.

VEGREVILLE-CALGARY 
LINE READY THIS’ FALL 


John Timothy, Who Has Assurance of 
Contract for Remainder of this Work 
on C.N.R., Expects to Have Line 
Completed Before Snow Flies Next 
Winter.

“Trains should be running to Calgary 
from Vegreville, on the C.N.R. line this 
fall,” said John Timothy of the firm of 
Jance, MeDonnell and Timothy, of Cal- 
gary, chief contractors on the Vegre- 
ville-Calgary line, to the Bulletin this 
afternoon, ‘ 

Mr. Timothy has jus: *cturned from 
Winnipeg where he spent some time last 
week in connection with the letting of 
the contracts by the C.P.R. on the Mack- 
lin-Outlook branch line. He is gathering 
together his outfif’ for the work on’ the 
Vegreville-Calgary line which started 
north of Stettler about ten days ago and 
is to be pushe dahead rapidly, 

Mr. Timothy expects that the contracts 
on the remaining portion of the road 
from Stettler souh will be let in a few 
days together with the contracts for the 
other extension work of he C.N.R. in Al- 
berta, On the 55 miles of C.P.R, work 
from Macklin towards Outlook cn the 
Mocse Jaw line Mr. Timothy’s firm. will 
employ about 500 teams. The company 
uses modern grading machines in all its 
contracts. . 


A ROYAL DANISH FARMER. 


Prince Erik Will Learn Agriculture— 
Arother Son in Steamship Co. 


Copenhagen, March 29.—The old 
tradition in Europe that princes must 
follow the military profession is not 
to apply to the Danish royal family. 
It is settled that Prince Erik, nep- 
hew of the King of Denmark and the 
King of Greece and the Queen of 
England, shall be a farmer. Day 

He will go soon to Fionie to join a 
farmer’s family, and there learn to 
be an agriculturist. This was the 
desire of the prince’s mother, who 
died a few months ago, 

She also desired that her younger 
son, Prince Viggo, should be employ- 
ed by the East Asiatic Company, 4 
shipping firm in which the princess 
had a large money interest. 


Are Rrepresenting the King. 


Ottawa, March 29—Two French Cana- 
dians, Hon. Resire Girouard, of the Su- 
preme Court Bench, and Hon, Percy Gir- 
cuard, father and son respectively, are 
these days representing His Majesty the 
King in two of the most important pos- 
sessions of the British Empire.On March 
15th, the former was made acting Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada during Earl 
Grey's absence on the other side of the 
border. About a year ago Sir Perey Gir- 
ouard in recognition of his valuable ser- 
vices to the crown was named Governor- 
General of the protectorate of Oriental 
Africa 


Three Revolutions Planned. 


New Orleans, Pa., March 27.—Two 
filibustering expedition. and one Tes 
lief expedition are organizing New 
Orleans for South and Central Ameri- 
can revolutions. Saturday and to- 
day ammunition arrived from New 
York for a revolution to overthrow 
the Dominican government. Another 
consignment of arms is declared to 
be for Cipriano Castro, who has plans 
on foot to regain contro! of Venezuela, 
The third expedition is one of relief 
against Estrada that has been forming 
here for the last two weeks. The 
government will not stop the latter 
expedition, but Federal officials here 
expect word from Washington early 
on,Monday to put a stop to the other 
two revolutionary movements,

TWO HOUSES NOW 


Climax Nearing in Fight Between 
Commons and Lords on Asquith's 


Veto Proposals. 


London, March 29—The House of Com- 
mons moved up into close range with 
the House of Lords today and a pro- 
foundly significant stage of the fight be- 


tween the two Houses was commenced 
YVae lower chamber had an excited 
crowd, when Premier Asquith rose to 
move that the House go into committes 
of the whole to consider the govern- 
ment’s resolution looking to the aboli- 
tion of the veto power of the Lords, of 
which the premier gave notive on March 
21. 

Briefly stated, Mr. Asquith’s three ne- 
sclutions provide that the Lords shall 
have no part in financial legislation; 
that their power over other legislation 
shall consist only in compelling delibern- 
tion, but not beyond the life of a single 
parliment; and that the term of parlin- 
ment-shall be limited to five years in- 
stead of seven years, as at present. Mr. 
Asquith traced the course of events cul- 
minating with the Lords’ interference 
with the budget measure in the last par- 
liament, and declared that the subse- 
quent general elections had given the 
House of Commons express authority to 
bring the state of things to an end. 

Second Chamber a Travesty. 

There was both room and need for 


ra second chamber, he said, but of such a 


body, the present House of Lords wae 
only a travesty, and a caricature, He 
said he desired to eee the performance of 
the House of Commons in legislation. 
The government belived that this was 
the sheet anchor of Great Britain's re 
presentative system. A proper second 
chamber must, he contended, be rela- 
tively small in numbers and muat rest 
on a Democratic and not an hereditary 
basis. It must be a body, which by vir- 
tue of its composition and atmosphere, 
would not be governed by partizanship,

time responsible to and dependent on the 
opinion and will of the nation. 
Lerds Will Not Yield.

Opposed to Referends:™. 

Mr. Asquith said that he did not favor 
a referendum as the means of settling 
the deadlock for the two Houses. He 
would like a joint session, provided both 
chambers had a democratic basis, but ne 
did not think that a joint e@ession was 
applicable to Great Britain's 
constitution, 
for overcoming the 
was the limitation of the veto of 
Lords’ coupled with a shortening of the 
duration of parliaments, which, 
thought, would insure that the popular 
will would not be frustrated. The Royal 
veto was as dead as Queen Anne, and the 
absolute veto of the Lords must follow 
before the road could be cleared for the 


advent of a full grown and unfettered 
democracy. 
A. J. Balfour, following the Prime 


Minister, whose proposal he charactorir- 
ed as the most absurd experiment ‘n 
constitution making upon which any 
government ever embatked. Jt would 
be madness, b «aid, to adopt the 
changes which 1, .uld remove all  safe- 
guards from the affairs of finance, 
Home Rule Makes It Possible. 

He could net conceive a more inauspic- 
ious moment for the suggestion that the 
Lords had exceeded their powers in _re- 
jecting the money bill than now, when 
everybody knew that if the House of 
Commons voted on the merits of 
budget, without regard to ulterior issues, 
like Home Rule, the financial measure 
would be rejected. 

Mr. Balfour intimated that if this 
“really grotesque proposal,” ever became 
a law, the Conservatives would promptly 
remove it from the statute books when 
they were returned to power, 

John E. Redmond, leader of the Na- 
tionalists congratulated Mr, Asquith 
upon the substance of his resolutions, 
which, he said, would be supported 
heartily by himself and his friends. He 
was glad that al! the reference to a re- 
form of the House of Lords had been 
dropped for if the government had pro- 
posed any plan of reform the National- 
ists could not have supported it, 

Full Coalition Majority. 

The opinion was expressed by the Lib- 
erals at Westminster at midnight that 
the government would obtain a full co 
alition majority for the veto resolutions 
and would carry the budget to a second 
eading, even without the Irish votes by 
a majority of forty, The only peril in 
doubt was whether Redmond would al- 
low the budget to emerge from the com- 
mittee stage, until the fate of the veto 
resolution or the bill 1a the Upper House 
was kaown,

In Manitoba, the Oakpoint Line 
will be extended for a considerable 
distanee towards the north and the 
Rossburn extensions will be connected 
with the main line. 

In the western provinces, the Bat- 
tleford line will be extended southwest 
from Prince Albert. The Vegreville 
line will be completed from Stettler 

' to Calgary. The Goose Lake line will

j katoon, and further extensions will 
; be made to the Willow Bunch line. 
Extensions will also be made to the 
| Thunder Hill branch. 
j A start will be made on a line

IGNORING PEOPLE'S WILL 


Big Delegation Waits on City Council 
in Reference to Market Building 
By-law — Aldermen Strenuouslv 
Deny Charge Inputec by Spokes- 
men for Delegation. 


The largest delegation that has 
waited on the city council in a long 
time, last night crowded the council 
chamber to the doors and overflowed 
into the hall. and anteroom., It was 
composed of fatepayers interested in 
the erection of a new market building. 
among whom were a number of mem- 
bers of the executive of the Civie 
Good Government league, which or- 
ganized the delegation. J. Travis 
Barker wes spokesman, and in an ad- 


dress of considerable length, he re- 
viewed the attitude of the couneil 
towards the proposed market build 


ing, and censured the members for the 
stand they had taken at last weck's 
meeting. when the by-law to provide 
the sum of $9,009 for the erection of 
a building was laid on the table for 


future consideration Voicing the 
sentiment of the delegation, Mr. 
Barker said that such an action. 


after the mandate given by the people 
in January Jast, that a market build- 
ing should be erected on tite mew First 
street site, seemed to indicate that 
the council intended to ignore the 
wishes of the ratepayers of the city 
who had elected them to office. 


Mr. Calhoun and Mr. Harlan, other 


members of the delegation spoke along | 


similar lines. 

The aldermen were quick to deny 
the charge made against them, 

Alderman Gariepy Replies. 

Alderman Gariepy took full respon- 
sibility for the motion which resulted 
in the laying over of the bylaw. He 
had no doubt but the motives of 
every alderman were pure. Nobody at 
all had spoken te him about the mar 


ket site before the meeting of last 
week or last night. He had acted 
ntirely on his own initiative. The 


couneil decided to submit a plebescite 
in January when Mayor Lee and he 
were absent in the East. He had 
disapproved of that course of action. 
\ plebescite had been taken, but that 
was a different thing from a by-law 
and did not have to be followed like 
the latter, The Dominion govern- 
ment in 1897 did nov follow the pro- 
hibition plebescite which was over- 
wholmingly in favor of prohibition. 
His reason in moving that the by-law 
be laid on the table was simply that 
it might be more fully discussed later 
on, The council or commissioners 
had never to his knowledge gone into 
plans for the building. It had never 
been decided “where the building 
would go, which way it would face. 
or anything of the kind. The only 
sstimate was based on an old play 
prepared last June for a building, on 
the present site. It was to be doubted 
Wf $9,000 was sufficient for the erect- 
ion of a proper building. 
Delegation Satisfied. 

He was not prepared to recede from 
the position he had taken and moved 
that the by-law be laid on the table 
till next week’s meeting in order that 
the matter might be more fully con 
sidered, The motion was seconded by 
Alderman Lundy and carried) unani- 
ously, The delegation then with- 
drew, apparently satisfied that the 
eouncil had taken a fair stand on th. 
matter, Aldermen Hyndman, Arm 
strong, Lundy and McKinley all had 
taken part in the diseussion and ex 
pressed their willingness to submit 
the by-law, while desirous of protect- 
ing the interests of lessees of property 
in the immediate vicinity of the mar- 
ket square.

The 
Standard company deals in vitrified 
or tile pipe and has warehouses but 
hye factory in Edmonton. Nearest to 
the tender of the Standard company. 
and differing from it by an ins , 
negligible sum was that of the Ed- 
monton Conerete company, manufac 
turers of concrete pipe in an Edmon- 
ton establishment, 

The city engineer favored the us® 
of vitrified pipe, which had been 
thoroughly tried in other cities. for 
sewer purposes and had stood the test 
It had been endorsed by engineers 
everywhere, Concrete pipe if. proper- 
ly manufactured, would probably give 
as good satisfaction as the vitrified, 
He had nothing to say against this 
kind of pipe except that Tt was not 
generally used. The city thad laid 
some of it several years ago and it had 
given satisfaction, 

The question of quality caused the 
council to hesitate for some time in 
meking a decision, but they finally 
concluded by a vote of five to three 
that it would be safe to give the home 
industry a trial, and the Edmonton 
Concrete company gets the contract 
for the quantity required at $9.496.

cities do not enjoy. We have the 
raw material for several distinet line 
of manufacturing and we have bette: 
railway Mcilities than any other point 
this side of Winnipeg. 

Medicine Hat seems to have gone 
ubout the publicity business in’ thr 


preper way from the city’s stand 
peint. It is ef more importance t 
get jobs than to get people. If there 


are more jobs than workers the peopl 
will come, but without job» 
are anything rather than a benefit 
any city. Other western cities might 
do wel) ¢o take a leaf out of the Hat’s 
book and go after men who make 
jobs rather than men who want them. 

A couple of winters ago several west 
ern cities had a taste of what it is t 
have more people than there is work 
for, Edmonton came off better than 
some others, but even Kdmontor: 
started force work on sewers in mid 
winter ag.a means of giving employ 
ment to those who needed it and cou} 
not elsewhere fihd it. (We dio not want 
any nore ofthat kind of thing if we 
ean avoid it, and the way to avoid 
it is to import the work and leav 
the workers to .mport themselves o: 
to be imported when work is waiting 
for them. 

It is a disadvantage of the publicity 
business tha, what is least wanted i 
ensiest got. It would be little troub’: 
and probably little expense to creat: 
a stampede wl@ch would add. ter 
thousand people to Edmonton's pop 
ulation in a year. But the peopl 
who would come in such a stampede 
are not the people we most need, They 
are people who, under other condi 
tions might be very necessary and 
would very weleome. But te 
bring them here withouy first giving 
attention to the conditions necessar:

We take 
the stand that we should not produce 
this business unless it is clearly state | 
ed just what telegrams or what copies | 
are required by this court, Speaking 
ior the Canadian Pacfie company in 
Edmonton we destroy all business aft- 
er it is six months old, so that in our 
Edmonton office today we have nearly 
seven months’ business, which would 
mean wbout 40,000 telegrams; 40,000 
telegrams of business that is private 
and confidential between all manner 
of business concerns and we take the 
stand that we should not expose these 
telegrams to a general search. That 
is the position that the C. P. R. tele- 
graph take. 

Mr. Justice Beck—It is impossible 
for counsel for the crown to define the 
dat» of these telegrams on for you to 
ascertain from the contents of the tel- 
egrams what particular business they 
refer w. It is necessary, in the in- 
terests of this inquiry, that we should 
be able to lay our hands upon all tel- 
egrams relating to matters to which 
we refer. It is not necessary for these 
telegrams to leave your propery, but 
someone should be placed in a posi- 
tion by the company to inspect these 
telegrams, in order #) ascertain jor 
themselves what are necessary for the 
purpose of the inquiry and what have 
ho connection with it. I suppose you 
would ‘have no objection to having 
counse] iook over the telegrams?

The Montreal French Conservatives 
claim that Mr. Borden's stand on the 
naval question is calculated to do such 
harm to the Conservative party that 
if he is not replaced their hopes of 
ever securing power at Ottawa are 
more than ever remote, 

| It is also hinted that “Mr. Borden 
is paving his way for a seat at West- 
minster, unmindtul of what may hap- 
pen to the Conservative party in 
Canada.” 

This is what the French Oonserva- 
tives of Montreal largely believe, it is 
said, and that is also why they will 
assemble again Saturday, in a gener- 
al meeting. \ 

At that meeting, it is said, it will be 
resolved to formally ask the Conserva- 
tive membcis at Uttawa to open up 
the question of the leadership, and it 
they refuse, the Quebec French Con- 
servatives will refrain, as a last re- 
sort, from taking part in the general 
Conservative convention fixed for 
June 5, 

These are given as the reasons why 
the convention has already been post- 
poned once, and the French Conserva- 
tives of Quebee are so determined in 
their demand for Mr. Borden's head 
that they will refuse to participate in 
any convention over which he pre- 
sides,
